Will Boyne Falls be 
building a new school? © 
Answer comes Monday

With diplomas in hand, the Class of ’98 begins its journey into the future. But the 
first order of business for the newest high school aiumni was a celebration after 
commencements filled with well-wishes, smiles, tears and hugs from family, friends, 
classmates and teachers. Boyne City High School graduate Kara Dietze, takes time 
to bask in the glory of her achievement with proud little sister Haley Welch. 


To build or not to build a new 
K-12 school will be the question put 
before Boyne Falls voters at next 
Monday’s election. 

“T think it will be close,” said 
school board member Joe Skop 
who’s been hearing more positive 


than negative comments about the © 


$6.2 million millage since the state 
gave the district approval] to issue 
bonds for the new construction. 

The voting booths will be set up 
in the school library and polls are 
open from 7 a.m.-8 p.m. 

The school board has been in 
favor of building new since the idea 
was introduced this past winter, along 
with renovation and expansion pro- 
posals by an architectural committee 
charged with researching and mak- 
ing a recommendation to the board 
on building improvements. 

Inspections of the existing build- 
ing by Traverse City architectural 
firm, GBKB, revealed numerous 
safety and health code violations and 
found most of the classrooms below 
the standard in size, lighting and ven- 
tilation. The media center, science 
lab, art room, locker rooms, kitchen 
and cafeteria were also found to be 
inadequate. 

The 29.8 year, seven mill bond 
proposal would cost a household 
$280 per year based on an $80,000 
home and isn’t much more expensive 
than estimates for renovating the 
building at $3.6 million, or remodel- 
ing and expanding at $5.2 million, 

The new facility would segre- 
gate the three grade levels into two 
separate wings, and centralize shared 
facilities such as the media center, 
computer lab and distance learning 
lab. It would also address the issue 
of classroom and recreational area 


size, including outdoor sport and 
physical education areas. 

BEE Proud Committee member 
Mary Jo Skop believes the science, 
drama and music programs should 
entice some students to come back. 
“T can’t imagine they wouldn’t want 
to return.” 

A current lack of salable prop- 
erty in the village, an increase in taxes 
due to the bonding, and a perception 
that there will be fewer births in the 
community has left some residents 
skeptical that the district can support 
a new school. 

According to superintendent Pat 
Smith, demographics do show a 
slight increase in the city’s birthrate 
over the next five to seven years and 
the board foresees a new facility and 
curriculum attracting students who 
have left as well as new students. 

Additionally, it believes a new 
facility will Virtually guarantee an 
educational presence in the commu- 
nity should area schools end up con- 
solidating. 

The school forest, a 65-acre tract 
on M-75, is the site for the proposed 
facility. The board has not yet made 
a decision on the future of the cur- 
rent building, and is exploring all 
options. The bond issue has funds set 
aside for its removal if it becomes 
necessary. If the money is not used 
for demolition it will be used to re- 
duce the overall project costs. 

“If things go like we want them 
to go it’s going to be a long summer,” 
said school board president Marv 
Schwem. 

In addition to the new school 
proposal, incumbents William 
Britton and Phyllis Marchinkewicz 
are running unopposed for the two, 
four-year terms on the schoo} baard.

The DDA had hoped to begin 


construction of the boardwalk this 
spring, but it encountered problems 


securing easements along the board- _ 


walk which has pushed back the start 
of the project. 

The DDA is currently in the third 
year of its 15-year plan. Revenues in 
1996 were $33,000 and estimated 
revenues for 1997 were approxi- 


~ mately $42,000. In developing its 


long range plan, the DDA estimated 
it would receive approximate:y $1.6 
million over 15 years, with the ma- 
jority of the revenue received in the 
last five years of the pian.

The best chance 
for Boyne Falls 


TO THE EDITOR: 


This letter is intended for those Boyne Falls School 
District residents who were unable to attend our com- 
munity meetings or school board meetings where the 
decision for a proposed new school was made. 

When it became apparent that extensive renova- 
tions and repairs were necessary for the school to pass 
safety and health requirements, cost and results studies 
were done to investigate all possible options. This was 
not a decision made in haste. Our attitude was, “let's 
take our time and do it right.” 

One of the first assumptions that the board made, 
based on “Town Meeting” input, was that the commu- 
nity wanted their school. When making its decision the 
board had two positions it could take: 

1. A pessimistic outlook that improvement in our 
school would not draw or retain more students and that 
we could not survive as a district. 

2. There is a good possibility of attracting more 
students and that the district and community will grow 
and prosper. 

We chose the latter. During the decision-making 
process the pros and cons of the three major options 
were discussed in length and many contingent condi- 
tions were discussed, such as transportation, curricu- 
lum needs, and building maintenance. It must be re- 
membered that the board not only has a moral respon- 
sibility to provide the best possible education and learn- 
ing environment for the children of the community, but 
also has a financial responsibility to ensure that the tax- 
payers’ dollars are spent wisely. 

The first option (called by some as the “Band Aid” 
approach) was considered least desirable primarily for 
the following reasons: It does not solve any of our pro- 
grammiatic (curriculum) problems. If the district expe- 
riences growth in the next 30 years there would be no 
possibility of expansion. By the time the debt was re- 
tired we would be left with a building whose basic struc- 
ture consisted of one section that is 82 years old, one 
section 63 years old, and the third section 40 years old. 

Although the second option (restoration and addi- 
tion) helped in solving many of the programmatic defi- 
ciencies, it also provided no room for future expansion 
and in fact would further reduce the size of our already 
small play field. One advantage over the first option ts 
that at debt retirement our building would only be 
63\40\30 years old. A major disadvantage would be the 
time required to complete the project and how to con- 
tinue school during the minimum of two construction 
seasons required. We do not have the option to shift 
students to other school buildings during this time as 
larger, multi-building districts do. 

The third option (a new school built on our M-75 
property) solves all of the problems in the first two 
options plus has many advantages not found in either 
of them, two of the biggest being: 

1. A financial one, that by extending the same mill- 
age levy for four years (30 years instead of 26), at debt 
retirement we have a school that is only 30 years old 
and has plenty of years left in it. 

2. It almost guarantees (nothing in life is an abso- 
lute guarantee), an educational presence in the com- 
munity. A big consideration was what to do with the 
current building. This is why the cost of demolition of 
the present building was built into the proposal. If this 

is not required this money can be used to reduce the 
amount of the debt or other construction costs. 

Taking everything into consideration, the board, 
unanimously, chose the option of the new school as the 
best possible solution to the many problems facing the 
district and the most prudent investment. Most impor- 
tantly, it was the one that would provide an enhanced 
curriculum, the best possible learning environment for 
our students, and the best chance for the district to sur- 


vive. ‘

They 
want their own way and they really don’t care who 
they hurt or whether their actions are right or 
wrong. They appear to think that their needs and 


wants should be placed above others, for reasons 
known only to themselves. 

Of course, my first response as a mom when 
my children are faced with a bully is to teach those 
kids a lesson they won't soon forget. But then 
common sense prevails and | am faced with 
explaining the concept of “turning the other 
cheek” and “treating others like you wish to be 
treated” to my confused children. 

You see, in this era of kids shooting other 
kids, gang violence and al] the other ugly sides to 
growing up today, we have tried to teach “old- 
fashioned” values to our children. And sometimes 
that has complicated our children’s lives. Because 
they know that if they choose to do something that 
their family doesn’t agree with, or if they were to 
treat another human disrespectfully, they would 
have consequences. And the consequences 
wouldn't be pleasant.

My sister has used the Internet as she re- 
searches canoes and kayaks prior to purchase, and 
there is the advantage of trip planning the hi-tech 
way. Forget maps! They don’t give you hot tips 
on Bed and Breakfasts. The Internet gives you 
access to places you couldn’t get to otherwise — 
and might not want to. Once I was working on a 
social issues report and got into an unauthorized 
Jack Kevorkian home page. Whatever your views 
on that subject, that was one dark, scary alley to be 
In. 


Kate and I even found a source for celebrity 
addresses, but we couldn’t think of anyone we 
needed to write to. Still, it was nice to know 
where to find them if we discovered we had a need 
in the future.

Ramblers put it 
all together to win 
district baseball title 


For the fourth time in five years, the Boyne City 
Ramblers are district champions. 

They eared the title with strong pitching, hitting 
and solid defense, the three basic ingredients any base- 
ball team needs to be successful. 

The Ramblers opened the tournament with a 15-4 
win over Charlevoix. Then in the championship game, 
they defeated Mancelona 4-1. Mancelona nipped host 
team East Jordan 4-3 in the first game to earn a berth in 
the championship. 

The Ramblers’ season continues Saturday when 
they travel to Leroy Pine River for regionals. The Ram- 
blers face Suttons Bay which defeated Elk Rapids, the 
Lake Michigan Conference champion. The Ramblers 
play at 10 a.m. The championship game starts at 3 p.m. 
Leroy is about 20 miles south of Cadillac. 

The Ramblers’ statistics for the district tournament 
tell the whole story. They had 22 hits, including nine 
extra base hits, committed only three errors and pitch- 
ers Chuck Stanek and Phil Simpson gave up only one 
walk. 

“The defense is coming along at the right time,” 
said coach Beano Archey, who was back coaching the 
Ramblers following his recent heart attack. ‘We’ re 
making great plays and smart plays.” 

If that continues, who knows how far the Ram- 
blers might advance. Last year they made it all the way 
to the state championship game. 

“If you get on a roll you can go a long ways,” 
Archey said. “But this is baseball and you can look like 
a world beater one day and the next look like you don’t 
know how to play. 

“This is a great group of kids. They’ll do fine.” 

The Ramblers jumped out to a first-inning lead 
against Charlevoix in the opening game, thanks to 
Danny Arner’s first home run of the season, and they 
never looked back. 

Although he struggled early, pitcher Chuck Stanek 
settled down and took control of the game. He went the 
distance and gave up seven hits, four of them in the 
first inning, walked one, and struck out 10. 

The Ramblers led 9-3 after two innings them 

scored four more runs in the fifth, highlighted by Scott 
Karaszewski's home run blast that landed in the softball 
field well past the left field fence. Karaszewski also had 
two doubles against Charlevoix. 

Phil Simpson also had a home run while Josh Bush 
had a double and two singles, Jesse Simon a double and 
single, Stanek two singles, and Derek Price two singles. 

In the 4-1 win over Mancelona, Simpson pitched a 
four hitter and did not allow a walk. “He pitched an ex- 
cellent game,” Archey said. 

While Boyne’s bats cooled some, the Ramblers 
managed timely hits. Simon had a home run, Bush had 
two singles, Price doubled, and Arner, Stanek and 
Simpson each singled. 

East Jordan was just one hit away from meeting 
Boyne in the district championship game for the second 
year in a row. The Red Devils had runners on second 
and third when they made the final out. 

Mat Whiteford was on the mound for the Red Dev- 
ils and pitched a strong game. He allowed three hits, 
two of them home runs, struck out five and walked one. 
Rob Vincent led the team with three singles. 
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After working through a shaky first inning, Rambler Chuck Stanek settled down and silenced Charlevoix's bats. If he wasn't on the 
mound Saturday, Stanek would have been competing in the high jump at the state track meet. "We're happy he chose baseball,"
